FARMERS SAY PEANUT 
HAY IS WORTH $16.00 


By Hugh D. Sexton, 

County Agent 
Monday, 
seven 
Alabama coun 
ties unanimously decided 
that $16.00 per ton is a fair 
price for good peanut hay 
at the picker. Too, the pro- 
ducers joined in a program 
urging all peanut hay pro- 
ducers, purchasers and feed- 
ers to cooperate in estab- 
lishing the price at $16.00 
per ton at the picker, 

“It has been proved’ by 
feeding tests that good pea- 
nut hay compares favorably 
in feeding’ value to alfalfa, 
pea vine and soybean hay 
and is considerably better 
than the grass hays,’ J. A. 
Beaty, extension marketing 
specialist, Alabma Polytech- 
nie Institute, told the group. 
He gave figures showing the 
comparative feeding value 
of peanut hay and _ other 
common types of hay. To- 
tal digestiblle nutrients of 
peanut hay are 57.8 com- 
pared with 50.38 for alfalfa ; 
timothy 46.9; Johnson grass 
50.8; soybean 50.6; and cow 
pea 49.4, 

Beaty also reported that 
drought conditions in Ar- 
kansas, Louisiana, Kentucky 
and Tennessee, and the nor- 
mal requirements from Flor- 
ida and North Alabama 
have brought about a big de- 
mand for peanut hay. 

Counties represented at 
the meeting were Houston, 
Henry, Coffee, Geneva, 
Dale, Pike and Crenshaw.

JESUS’ UNDERSTANDING 
OF MAN 


LESSON TEXT--Matthew 12:9-21, 

GOLDEN TEXT—And needed not that 
any should testify of man; for he knew 
what was in man,—John 2:25, 


What is a man worth? That de- 
pends on your point of view, In a 
museum stands a collection of small 
jars containing minerals, water, 
etc.,, which make up the body of a 
man, and which are valued at less 
than a dollar, But there is more to 
man than his body. 

And that ‘more’’—intellectual and 
spiritual—is what determines his 
real value. Jesus understood (yes, 
and now He understands) man, and 
places a high valuation on him. That 
ig worth Knowing in a world where 
the price of humanity {s often figured 
on the basis of his usefulness in war- 
fare or the factory. 

Jesus really understands man. He 
knows his 

I, Need (v. 9). 

The first thing Jesus saw in the 
synagogue was not the leaders, or 
the beautifully appareled rich, or the 
learned scribes. He saw a man with 
a withered hand, one who needed 
His help. The enemies of Christ 
complimented Him by expecting 
Him to see the crippled one—and 
they ‘‘watched him’’ (Mark 3:2), for 
it was the Sabbath. 

Do we see the real need of human- 
ity? Does it speak to us and prompt 
us to helpful action? If not, are we 
like our Lord and Master? 

II, Value (vv. 10-12). 

They who would not hesitate to 
save a sheep in distress on the Sab- 
bath did not want the man to re- 
ceive help. Thus they put property 
above the person of man, and 
showed their low valuation of man. 

The dignity of man’s personality, 
the fact that he is made In the like- 
ness and image of God, the great 
potentialities which exist in every 
man—all these should urge upon the 
Christian church the need of a new 
and higher estimate of the worth of 
& man—or a boy or a girl. Let us 
look at them with God's eyes, and 
seek to win them for Him. 

I, Faith (v, 13). 

No doubt this man had tried count- 
less times to straighten out that 
withered arm, It was the very thing 
he most wanted to do, but it was 
quite impossible. Is Jesus then 
charging him with the impossible, 
asking him to do what cannot be 
done? 

No, for He saw in this man the 
desire to be whole and faith in 
God's ability to make him whole. 
Dr. G. Campbell Morgan puts it 
well: ‘We turn from a contempla- 
tion of a withered hand and look at 
the face of Jesus. The moment we 
do this, we know that the command 
is possible because He commands 
it, however impossible it may ap- 
pear. To look into that face must 
inevitably have meant to be certain 
that He was not there to reveal dis- 
ability, save as He was also there to 
put an end to it.”’ 

IV. Enmity (vv. 14, 15a). 

Jesus saw the good in man. He 
also saw the evil. He was not un- 
aware of the hatred and the dark 
devices of His enemies, Until the 
day when He was to permit them 
to take Him captive in the garden, 
He withdrew from them, leaving 
them to their evil designs and their 
wicked unbelief. 

Sometimes when we see how the 
wicked seem to flourish in our day, 
how they appear to go on without 
let or hindrance, we are prone to 
forget that there is One who “‘sits 
in the shadows,"’ and who knows and 
notes not only their ungodly deeds, 
but also their sinful thoughts. 

He knows, and that is enough for 
us. Let us not be seeking vengeance, 
nor fretting ourselves because of 
evil doers. God knows, and He will 
care for it all 

V. Weakness (vy. 15b-21). 

Men hesitate to admit their weak- 
ness to one another, always trying to 
keep up the appearance of strength 
and success, Well, there is no need 
of that kind of subterfuge with God. 
“He knoweth our frame; he remem- 
bereth that we are dust” (Ps, 103: 
14). 

Jesus sympathized with those who 
were physically ill and He healed 
them (vy. 15). What comfort there is 
in knowing that He is present at the 
sick bed of every believer, and that 
He is able to heal as it may be 
His will and purpose. Only He can 
do it. 

But there is something even more 
precious here. Man is weak not 
only physically but spiritually. His 
spiritual light may at times be near- 
ly out, just a smoldering wick in- 
stead of a brightly shining lamp. We 
might be tempted to say that it is 
so weak, so disagreeable, so smoky 
—let’s put it entirely out. But not 
Jesus. He will, if permitted, fan it 
into flame again. 

Then, too, man is like a broken 
reed, The picture is that of a stick 
cut to use for support as one walks. 
And then it breaks—what shall we 
do? Break it into smaller pieces 
and throw it away? Yes, that is what 
we will do if we have not the spirit of 
Jesus.

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SUGGESTIONS FOR 
PROPER CARE AND 
MARKETING OF TIMBER 


By Hugh D. Sexton 
County Agent 


Farmers in Southeast Ala- 
bama now have a good op- 
portunity to begin their har- 
vest of another cash crop 
that will produce money for 
the coming months and the 
Christmas season and at 
the same time serve as a 
a practical, profitable farm 
the winning of the wwar. 

Trees, properly cared for, 
have always been regarded 
by the Extension Service as 
a permanent cash crop, This 
year, with prices at their 
peak, this harvest is more 
valuable than ever, and the 
demands of war make its 
careful harvesting not only 
a practicala, profitable farm 
operation, but a patriotic 
duty as well. 

For continued profitable 
woodland harvests, however 
good forestry practices must 
be maintained. Farmers are 
urged to harvest their timber 
and pulpwood trees with 
their own labor and equip- 
ment, This means that the 
farmer himself can _ see 
that the trees to be cut are 
carefully selected and mark- 
ed; that the smaller trees 
are thinned out to give the 
remaining ones a_ better 
chance for development; to 
assure himself that there is 
no overcutting ; and that, for 
greatest profit, the sawlog 
trees and the pulpwood trees 
are cut for their respective 
buyers. 

To get the best prices for 
his trees, quality should be 
carefully considered. Trees 
suitable for prime pulpwood 
are not prime saawlogs. Ex- 
cessively small trees should 
not be marketed. Farmers 
who are harvesting their 
woodlands for the first time, 
or who are not familiar with 
practices and conditions un- 
der wartime restrictions, 
are invited to come to the 
County Agent’s office for 
whatever advice and help 
we can offer. 

We are in touch with con- 
tractors in the market for 
all types of woods products. 
We try to keep constantly in 
touch with prevailing prices 
for different types of pro- 
ducts. Also we cooperate 
in helping with labor and 
| transportation problems of 
which there are many at 
| this time. 

Farmers have a rare op- 
portunity now to cash in on 
their woodland crop while 
prices are at their peak, and 
at the same time, meet a 
real war need, while prepar- 
ing for profitable woods op- 
erations for the peace time 
years ahead,

Without production of 
sawlogs, pulpwood, veneer 
logs and a variety of other 
forest products, America’s 
fighting men could hold no 
hope of victory in a modern 
war, Walter W. Barnes, Pro- 
ject Forester of the Timber 
Produgtion War Project, de- 
clared this week. 

Mr. Barnes has’ received 
material designed to call at- 
tention to the vital nature of 
forest prodlucts which go 
into the manufacture of 
some 12,000 articles of 
equipment and supplies for 
the armed forces. 

He pointed out that one 
average 14-inch pine tree 
furnishes enough nitrocellu- 
lose to make smokeless pow- 
der for 85 shells for a 105 
millimeter cannon or 7,500 
rounds of rifle ammunition. 
The same tree would pro- 
vide enough pulp to make 
113 weatherproof fiber con- 
tainers for a_ soldier’s K- 
ration, 350 corrugated blood 
plasma containers, or 70 of 
the weatherproof containers 


used by the Red Cross to 
send packages to our prison- 
ers in other countries, 

‘Billions of board feet of 
lumber,” he said, ‘fare need- 
ed for war construction. It 
takes about a third of a mil- 
lion feet just to build the 
shipyard scaffolding for one 
average-size ship. Mosquito 
bombers are made of ply- 
wood and the same material 
goes into PT boats, and oth- 
er Navy Craft.” 

Mr. Barnes appealed to 
Coffee County farmers to 
make use of slack season la- 
bor to produce sawlogs, 
pulpwood and other forest 
products for war. He urged, 
however, that they contact a 
forester about prospective 
markets before cutting, and 
then to follow approved se- 
lective cutting practices so 
their woodlands can make 
the maximum contribution to 
the war and yet be maintain- 
ed in wood growing condi- 
tion for future years. 

He called attention to the

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FALL AND WINTER 
GOOD TIME FOR WOODS 
PRODUCTS OPERATION

The end of the harvest 
season marks the beginning 
of another season when 
profitable activity may begin 
in farm woodlands through- 
out this area, Farmers who 
have been busy for the past 
weeks getting in cotton, 
peanuts and other crops 
now have free time in which 
to take advantage of the cus- 
tomary favorable fall wea- 
ther for cutting timber, pulp 
wood, and other woods pro- 
ducts that will bring in ex- 
(ra cash, and more impor. 
tant, aid mightily in the 
final push toward the final 
Allied victory over the Axis. 

War needs for woods pro- 
duets continue to be eritieal 
and no war worker is more 
vital than those engaged in 
forest production, 

The stepped up action in 
thp Pacific, the continuing 
need for vast supplies for 
ovr Army and Navy in the 
Muropean theater, and the 
enormous needs of our Al- 
lies and the liberated peo- 
ples of occupied countries 
add up to a woods products 
demand that will continue 
to strain every production 
facility we have. This need 
an be met only by strenuous 
efforts of our farmers to 
utilize the time they now 
have to produce the raw ma- 


terials from their wood- 
lands. 

There are three distinct 
purposes to be served by 


getting into the woods now: 
(1) A great and needed ser- 
vice may be rendered to our 
boys in service, (2) added 
and necessary income for 
farm forest owners may be 
earned now while prices re- 
main at their peak, and (3) 
farm labor, which during 
the coming slack season 
might be tempted away to 
other jobs, will be provided 
with work and wages right 
on the farm. 

The stated needs of just 
two woods products for this 
year will serve to emphasize 
the gravity of the situation ; 
56 billion board feet of Jum- 
ber are needed this year; 
17 billion for shipping (box- 
Ing, crating dunnage); 35 
million board feet are re- 
quired to meet demands of 
farm construction and main- 
tenance. Pulpwood require- 
ments for this year total 16 
million cords divided ag fol- 
lows: 85 per cent used di- 
rectly by the Army, Navy 
and war plants for war 
purposes; 32.9 per cent used 
to maintain the war econo- 
my on the Home Front (far- 
mers, the second largest 
users of pulpwood products, 
are included in this class) ; 
and 31.8 per cent used to 
maintain civilian economy. 

The Timber Production 
War Project of the U. §. 
Forest Service, which I rep- 
resent in this section, was 
formed more than a year 
ago at the request of the 
War Production Board to 
work with timber owners 
and produceers to stimulate 
the production of woods 
products. We work closely 
with the WPB, the Office of 
Defense Transportation, the 
War Manpower Commis- 
sion, and other agencies 
charged with aiding in pros- 
ecuting the war. We are in 
a position to assist farmers 
in getting necessary mar- 
kets for woods products, to 
vid in obtaining machinery 
and equipment and labor 
and to be of whatever help 
possible to producers in any 
other way. 

The TPWP is at the ser- 
vice of all woodland own- 
ers and we welcome any re- 
quest for assistance in the 
great job which all of us 
share, that of winning the 
war as quickly as possible. 


Project set up last year by 
the U. S. Forest Service at 
the request of the War Pro- 
duction Board to stimulate 
the production of forest pro- 
ducts. The TPWP program 
may be utilized by farm 
woodland owners to find 
suitable markets for their 
timber.

SELECTIVE CUTTING 
OF TIMBER URGED 
FOR CONSERVATION 


Selective timber cutting 
was urged as a conservation 
practice to help cushion the 
impact of war on farm wood- 
lands in a message from 
Joseph C, Kireher of Atlan- 
la, Southern Regional For- 
ester of the U. 8S. Forest Ser- 
vice, to The Clipper. 

“Your special timber pro- 
duction edition, emphasizing 
.he importance of farmers 
producing tunber from their 
farm woodlands, will render 
an additional service by urg- 
ing woodland owners to use 
selective cutting practices .a 
harvesting timber,” May, bvtv- 
cher said, 

“We can meet our mili- 
tary and civilian require- 
ments for lumber and pulp- 
wood this year without se- 
riously endangering our fu- 
ture timber supplies only 
by good foresty practices. 
By employing conservation 
methods in cutting timber, 
a woodland owner can ac- 
tually improve his timber 
stand by selectively cutting 
trees for war needs, 

“Timber owners owe an 
obligation to future genera- 
tions of their community to 
see to it that their wodlands 
are not impaired. When a 
farmer cuts his timber prop- 
erly he is helping to cushion 
the impact of war on the 
forest resources of his coun- 
try and he is conserving 
growing timber for future 
needs. 

“The Timber Production 
War Project, set up last year 
by the U. St Forest Service 
at the request of the War 
Production Board to stimu- 
late timber production, has 
five field offices in Alabama. 
Project foresters and tim- 
bermen are available at 
these offices to assist timber 
owners wanting advice on 
selective cutting and conser- 
ration methods of woodland 
management.”

Germans Counterattack to Slow 
Allies’ Smash Into Rhineland: 
OW! Warns of Hard Pacific War

EUROPE: 


‘Greatest Battles’’ 

In what the Germans said was 
*, . . the greatest battle of material 
in the world’s history . . .” with 
2,500,000 men facing each other on a 
460-mile front, Allied forces moved 
slowly on the Siegfried line against 
stubborn enemy resistance. 

All along the curving battle-line 
the Germans launched extensive 
counterattacks, throwing in large 
numbers of tanks to stem the Allied 
drive on their all important indus- 
trial belt along the Rhine. 

Bearing the brunt of the enc- 
my’s aggressiveness were Licut. 
Gen. Miles 
Dempsey’s Brit- 
a ish Secondarmy 
i driving north- 
ward in Holland 
and Lieut, Gen, 
George 8. Pat- 
ton’s Ameri- 
can Third army 
lunging for the 
coal-laden Saar 
basin beyond 

Ger. Dempsey Metzand Nancy. 

In Holland, 
strong German counterattacks 
were almed at thwarting Gen- 
eral Dempsey’s Tommies from 
pressing past the northern an- 
chor of the Siegfried line at 

Kleve, and of throwing an arm 

to the great water basin of the 

Zulder Zec to the northwest to 

cut off an estimated 200,000 

Nazis still engaged in the lower 

extremity of the country. 

In addition to employing masses 
of tanks’ against General Patton's 
men before the Saar, the enemy 
also made good use of the hilly and 
wooded terrain in the sector to re- 


* duce thevaliant doughboys' advances 


to yards, 

As the fighting raged to the north 
and south, Lieut, Gen, Courtney 
Hodges’ First American army 
launched a heavy attack between 
those two sectors east of Aachen, 
fighting its way through thick woods 
to draw up within 27 miles of the 
great industrial center of Cologne. 

Having smashed through the 
upper reaches of the Germans’ 
vaunted ‘‘Goth- 
ic line’ in north- 
ern Italy, Allied 
troops fought to- 
ward the level- 
ing plains of the; 
great Po valley, 
cradling the ma- 
jority of the 
country’s popu- 
lation, and its 
most highly de- 
veloped re- 
sources, De- 
spite desperate German attempts 
to stem their drive, the Allies 
pushed on, with Lieut. Gen. Mark 

Clark’s American Fifth army 

threatening to close an escape 

route for stubborn enemy troops 
ringed between it and the British 

Eighth army to the east. 

As the remnants of Germany’s 
Baltic armies pulled out of Latvia, 
the spotlight on the eastern front 
swung back to East Prussia in the 
north and Hungary on the south, 
where the Reds pushed offensives to 
crack these anchors of the Nazis’ 
eastern front. 

While the Germans could fall 
back on swampy, wooded lake coun- 
try in East Prussia to slow the Rus- 
sian drive, they had no such advan- 
tage in Hungary, where the Reds 
pressed for the broad open plains to 
the southeast of Budapest. 

Having landed on the western 
coast of Jugoslavia, strong Allied 
forces worked inland to cut off the 
retreat of an estimated 200,000 Ger- 
mans moving northward from the 
lower Balkans. 


LOANS DOWN 


Index of economic conditions, 
loans on life insurance policies out- 
standing in midyear approximated 
$2,100,000,000, lowest in 15 years. 
During the critical depression pe- 
riod of 1932, loans reached $3,800,- 
000,000, almost double present fig- 
ures, 

Offsetting a decline in civilian 
mortality, increased deaths among 
policy holders in military service re- 
sulted in an 18 per cent rise in in- 
surance benefits paid out so far this 
year, 


Gen, Clark 


PACIFIC: 
Airpower 

Long is the reach of America's 
famed 8-29 Superfortresses, which 
have flown to the wars to hamstring 
the flow of enemy supplies to his 
widespread Asiatic front by striking 
at principal Japanese industrial cen- 
ters, 

With recent improvements permit- 
ting the carrying of heavier bomb 
loads, no less than 100 of the B-29s 
flew the equivalent of from Atlanta, 
Ga., to the Arctic circle in attacking 
manufacturing plants in Anshan, 
Manchuria, second largest steel- 
making center in the Japanese em- 
pire. 

While the B-29s were on the wing, 
other U. S, army and navy planes 
struck at Jap positions along the 
whole Pacific front in attempts to 
soften the enemy against further ad- 
vances. 


Jap Resistance 

With Japan possessing many stra- 
tegic materials in the home islands 
and Korea enabling her to increase 
war production; with the country ca- 
pable of putting 8,000,000 men in the 
fleld, and with American supply 
lines stretched, U. S. victory in the 
Pacific may require from 1% to 2 
years after Germany's defeat, the 
Office of War Information said. 

To America’s advantage in press- 
ing for victory, OWI said, was its 
own tremendous war output, capa- 
ble of turning out 8,000 planes a 
month to Japan's 1,500; the threat 
to cut the enemy's supply lines from 
the Indies area and blockade the 
homeland, and the overrunning of 
his outer defenses which has brought 
U. S. forces close to the inner ram- 
parts, 

Far from slaking the Japs’ fervor, 
Germany's fall might strengthen the 
enemy's determination to resist, 
OWI said. 


POSTWAR GERMANY: 
Allied Plans 


With. Secretary of the Treasury 
Morgenthau’s proposal for stripping 
Germany of all of its manufactories 
and reducing the country to an agri- 
cultural basis rejected, Allied post- 
war plans looked forward to the 
maintenance of the Reich’s industrial 
machine under close supervision. 


Challenging Morgenthau’s posi- 
tion, Secretary of State Hull and 
Secretary of War Stimson declared 
that not only did Germany turn out 
certain essential industrial products 
for the rest of Europe, but that its 
business also put it in the market to 
purchase other countries’ goods. 

In order to check German indus- 
try’s war-making capacity, Allied 
plans call for control over all strate- 
gic materials, with possible elimina- 
tion of factories adapted to arms 
production. 


BUTTER: 
Tight Supply 

With only 12,000,000 pounds of but- 
ter in storage earmarked for civil- 
fans and.consumption on a day-to- 
day basis, the point value on the 


product was raised from 16 to 20 
points per pound, OPA officials said. 


Despite the government’s plans 
for withdrawing from the butter 
market in October unti] production 
climbs in the spring, no immediate 
relief in the tight supply was seen. 
Said OPA Administrator Chester 
Bowles: ‘. . . We civilians are go- 
ing to have to get along with less 
butter than formerly, at least during 
the next 90 days or so... .” 

Besides reserving 126,000,000 
pounds of the present stocks of 138,- 
000,000 pounds, the government has 
been purchasing great quantities of 
butter fat from producers for pow- 
dered milk and other uses, 


Cars 


Thinking in terms of a utilization in 
space and weight, Ford Motor company 
officials are working on plans for large- 
scale production of the lowest prical 
automobile since Ford’s model A. 

Declaring that the vehicle would not 
be of a miniature doodelbug type, 
Henry Ford II declared: “Such a car 
would be in addition to our regular 
line. What it will sell for, what it will 
look like, are matters of conjecture at 
the moment. The logical result . .. 
would be a better automobile for the 
American family,” 


THH BLUA OLIPPEHR, HLBA, ALABAMA 


PRICE CONTROL: 
Must Stay—Byrnes 


Until total victory is achieved in 
the Pacific, price and wage controls 
must be maintained to prevent an 
under supply of goods and overly 
stuffed pocketbooks to set off a dan- 
gerous inflationary cycle, War 
Mobilization Director James Ff, 
Byrnes declared, 

Stating that figures of the bureau 
of labor statistics showed only an 
increase of 25 per cent since Janu- 
ary, 1941, Byrnes said that farm in- 
come rose 81 per cent and the aver- 
age weekly pay of workers 51 per 
cent during the same period, 

"The stabilization program has 
hurt nelther the farmer nor the 
worker,'’ Byrnes asserted. ‘The 
white collar workers and the people 
with small fixed incomes have fared 
less well during the war, but the 
only way to help them is to continue 
to hold the line against inflation.” 


Seek Higher Wages 


Even while Byrnes spoke, organ- 
{zed labor pressed for revision of 
the government's stabilization pro- 
fram, urging that the formula for 
limiting wage increases to 15 per 
cent over January, 1941, levels be 
junked, 

In appearing before the War Labor 
board, CIO Chieftain Philip Murray 
argued that public members of a 
WLB panel had found living costs in- 
creased almost 80 per cent since 
January, 1941, rather than 25 per 
cent as claimed by the bureau of 
labor statistics, 

Declaring that both labor and 
management were entitled to a 
quick settlement of the wage ques- 
tion so as to be able to solve im- 
mediate and reconversion problems, 

AFL leaders joined the CIO in the 
assault upon present wage stabili- 
zation.

RADIO TUBES: 
Small Surplus 


With such scarce radio tubes as 
the 12SA7 and 12A8 commanding as 
much as $10 in black markets, army 
release of 1,000,000 surplus tubes 
for civilian use will tend to only 
slightly ease the tight supply situ- 
ation. 

To be returned to manufacturers 
for testing and packing before dis- 
tribution to customers on an “‘equl- 
table basis,"’ the 1,000,000 tubes will 
not even approximate the produc- 
tion of 1,754,000 in July, which met 
only a fraction of the demand, 

Because of the services’ extensive 
use of radio equipment for com- 
munications between units on the 
fighting fronts, trade circles saw 
little hope for increased civilian sup- 
plies until Germany's defeat per- 
mitted a cutback in military orders. 


FOOD STOCKS: 


Orderly Disposal 

With the War Food administra- 
tion already feeding the govern- 
ment’s excess stocks of food to civil- 
jan outlets without disrupting the 
markets, U. S. officials will make 
every effort to maintain orderly dis- 
posal of surpluses with the war's 
end, WFA distribution director Lee 
Marshall said. 

“We must maintain specified war 
reserves no matter how favorable 
the war may be going,” he said, 
“but I, for one; don’t think it neces- 
sary to build a separate stockpile of 
the same foods for postwar relief 
feeding.” 

In disposing of surpluses, Marshall 
said, salable goods would first be of- 
fered to companies which furnished 
the government with the products. 
Others in the same business would 
be given second choice. 


WOMEN WORKERS 


Tasting well the fruits of boom- 
time employment, with many ad- 
justing themselves to industry since 
1941, seven out of ten women war 
workers intend to stay at work after 
hostilities cease, a survey by the 
Northwestern National Life Insur- 
ance company revealed. 

Nearly two-thirds of the married 
women and four-fifths of the single 
women declared their intention to 
remain in industry, the survey 
showed. Only 19 per cent planned 
to return to housework.
